five hundred years, except for those 
Europeans who lef to explore the 
Antarctic, but, otherwise, there is nO 
notion of a very ordinary person 
becoming, in a sense. a pioneer, b¥ 
moving someplace new with his 
family.

Wenders has consistently been 
drawn to landscapes where one 
cannot remain: freeways, motels, 
deserts and open country. Looking 
out at the mirrored skyscraper UPON 
skyscraper of the Houston skyline, he 
surprises by saying that this mod- 
emily is not alienating for him, but 
rather a part of his aesthetic. 

Equality is the key theme of Paris, 
Texas, and Wenders believes it is 


< essential in all relalionships,. although 


true equality is hard to achieve. “I 
think it's more that Travis realizes 
that what he has inside him, the 
feelings that he has, the good feelings 
that he has, that it is not fair towards 
Jane, the woman. not 1o share iî with 
her, the same way he could share it 
with a kid.” 

Wenders has a natural! bond with 
children. In his previous films, such 
as Afice in the Cities. his direction of 
the child waş as sensitive as Truffaut's 
achievement with child actors. Wat- 
ching him frolicking ou the set with 
Hunter Carsor, one sees a boyish 
vigour and unmasked joy radiating 
through his somewhat guarded man- 
ner.

"Most movies about men and women

Not that this contribution is easy to 
assess, It cannot be summed up in 
neat. progressive steps, There are NOt 
unly' his measurable achievements but 
all those others which he initiated, or 
paths that he took for a while, then 
ıurned away from, such as politics or 
film production. Had he persevered in 
almost any one of them, those who 
worked with him say, he could have 
accomplished anything. The briiliance, 
the drive, the energy are there. Yet at 
the last minute, he seems always to 
have stopped short of final commit- 
ment, with the result that he has 
excelled in many afeas but reached the 
highest point in none. Such hesitation 
makes him a more approachable 
figure; it also makes him harder to

This is an outsider’s book.

The stranger's cye can 
often reveal truths about any 
community that haye been 
unseen or hidden because we'd 
rather nol see them. And 
unfortunately, this tourist 
account of his ramble through 


the black communi has 
produced a confusing, offensive 
and frequently pernicious little 


tract. 

It is fight on fact and long on 
impression. Nowhere in its 200 
pages, for example, will the 
reader find out anything as 
simple as the number of biack 
people who live in Britain. 

But to Kerridge the absence 
of fact hardly seems to matter. 
His stock in trade is the use of 


“fictitious”, as the author’s note 
says, doesn’t inspire confidence 
in their reality.

Apart from 
Iwo years of the war he stayed 
with them until 1922, possibly 
the longest time he was steady 
in one occupation. 

He became the first writer 1o 
describe detecüves as they 
actually were. He knew pro- 
fessionaly bow a man was 
shadowed, how evidence was 
obtained, what the capabilities 
of firearms were, whal hap- 
pened whea & revolver bullet hit 
someone and how the import- 
ance of fingerprints was exag- 
geraled. 

What Hammett wrote about 
crime and detection was auth- 
entice as well as brilliant and 
enthralling. No M. Poirot for 
him. He started a whole school 
of this kind of writing in which 
hardboiled detectives do not 
always have hearts of gold, 
though they may be roughly on 
the side of the law. Raymond 
Chandler and Erle Stanley 
Gardner and multitudes of 
lesser writers owe much to him. 


But what he wroie was so 
original, imaginative and well 
executed that the money poured 
in from films and scores of 
editions in ihe United States 
and abroad. If he had let even 
half the money he earned stick 
in his fingers he would have 
diced comfortably. a double 
dollar millionaire with all taxes 
paid. The Maltese Falcon, The 
Thin Man and The Continental 
Op alone would have bee:

Academics as judges 


From Mr Gershon Ellenhogen 

Sir. As one who spent some years 45 
a part-time university lecturer, I am 
not unsympathetic t0 ihe proposal 
that academics shouJd be eligible for 
judicial appoiniment, but i would 
venture to suggest an - impOrtalt 
limitation. 

The academic lawyer, almost by 
definiion, has less worldly and 
practical experience than lhe prac- 
titioner, who is in direct contact 
with criminals, estranged spouses, 
businessmen. landlords and tenants, 
and so on a2 ih (depending ou the 
nature of his practice, which may be 
specialised or very general indeed). 

The academic, unless he has bad 
some experience of practice, is also 
unfamiliar with the cut and thrust of 
forensic questioning and argument 
and with the procedure of the courts. 
He is, 1herefbre, less likely to be as 
good a judge on. questions of 


refusal to implement the agreed 
United Nations plan for Namibian 
independence (Security Council 
resolution 435, 1978). The conse 
quence of this position will clearly 
be to prolong the agony of the war- 
weary popuiations of bolh Namibia 
and Angola. 

The lack of public outcry in this 
county must stem partly from 
confusion bred by South Africa’s 
presentation of the issues. Pretoria’s 
position makes peace in Namibia 
contingent upon the achievement of 
South African objectives in Angola.

Not only does South Africa refuse 
to comply with the five-year-old 
United Nations plan for elecions in 
Naraibia, but it has been in military 
occupation of parts of Angola since 


1981i and the United Nations 

General's reporl of 
January 1l, 1984, indicates that 
South African forces are not 


withdrawing, but merely retreating 
to entrenched positions further 
south. 

The only sense in which a 
` Naınibian settlement can be linked 
1o the situation in Angola is that 
South African wihdrawal from 
Namibia in terms of United Nations 
resolution 435 (1978) would deny 
Unita and South African forces 
occupying and attacking Angola 
their military base in northern 
Namibia. 

The fundamental fact obscured by 
recent media coverage is that South 
African forces have no right to be 
either in Angola or Namibia, which 
they bave occupied in defiance of 
international law since 1971, causing 
enormous suffering on the part of 
black Namibians. 

On January 7, 1984, South 
Africa's Foreign Minister admitted 
that his Govemment’s position “can 
entail confrontation with the whole 
world.” Yet there has been hardly a 
murmur of protest in this COUNTY.

The Fund under 
critical fire 


The International Monetary Fund is in a 
ro win situation. The financial assistance 
Il provides fbr member countries in 
dis1ress is apt to be condemned as largesse 
for ihe undeserving while the economic 
and financial disciplines it seeks to impose 
may also be condemned as brutal 
instances of grinding 1he faces of thel 
deserving. Much of the “research” into ther 
IMF's record, behaviour and attitudes, is 
100 biased for words and therefore more 
words need not be wasted in reporting it. 

That however. is not the case with a 
mayor new study* of the Fund's policies 
toward developing countries by a team 
under Mr Tony Killick, Director of the 
Overseas Development Institute. Mr 
Killick does not make sufficient allow- 
ances for the real world - and the shortage 
of available resources to hand out - ın 
which the Fund has t0 operate, but his 
team"s criticisms do merit serious CcOon- 
sideration and some of bis team's 
recommendations ought 10 be taken to 
hearı by the Funds masters who have the 
power to alter its ways. 

The central criticism is that pressure 
from the Reagan Adminstration and 
hardline European governments after 
1981 compelled the Fund to tighten the 
conditions it imposes on borrowing 
countries. Since then deficit countries 
have more frequently been pressed to 
devalue their currencies and asked for 
deeper conmitments 10 change domestic 
economic policies. 

In essence, the Fund is accused ofj 
tackling contemporary balance of pay- 
ments problems with the same approach 
as il adopted in the 1960s. This, ا ا‎ 
the fact that the problems facing deficitl 
countries have changed fundamentally 
since that time, and in the face of evidence 
that the Fund's prescriptions are not 
working effectively. 

The Killick remedy is a new “real 
economy” approach for countries with 
deep seated paymenlş problems. He and 
his colleagues argue sirongly for changes 
in the “conditionality" laid down by the 
Fund before granting creadits to deficit 
countries. They call on the Fund to 
initiate regular action to mobilize new 
funds from multilateral, bilateral and 
commercial sources. 

Mr Killick observed yesterday that 
“reductions 10 trade and payments 
restriclons are not best described as 
“*adjustmenL"™” More usefully, “the World 
Bank has distinguished between adjust- 
ment based upon- slower growth, which.
